Senator Kennedy Charged 
Following Accident Death

EDGARTOWN, Mass. (AP) — 
Police today filed a formal com¬ 
plaint char^g Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy with leaving (he scene 
of on accident. 

The complaint stems from a 
weekend wreck on Chappaquld- 
dlcfc Island, adjacent to Mar¬ 
tha's Vineyard on which this 
small resort town Is located. A 
young woman was killed and 
Kennedy injured, though appar¬ 
ently not seriously. 

The complaint was flied by 
Police Chief Dotnenic 3. Arena 
with the District Court Clerk 
Thomas A. Teller. 

Arena said that an Edgartown 
lawyer, ‘Richard J. McCarran, 
had Informed the clerk he Is 
representing Kennedy. Mc- 
Camn asked for a hearing, to 
which Kennedy is entitled be¬ 
fore any summons is.Issued. 

Teller set July 28 for the hear¬ 
ing. which will be held in the 
Edgartown courthouse. 

A crowd of several hundred 
persons, mostly tourists, filled 
the street outside the red brick, 
century-old courthouse as Arens 
crossed the street from his 
headquarters In the Town Hall 
to visit the clerk. 

Arena said Sunday he is 
"firmly convinced there was no 


negligence involved” in the ac¬ 
cident. 

"But the matter of the time 
period after the accident.. 
Arena said. ‘‘There is. In my 
opinion, a violation concerning 
going from the scene, leaving 
the scene.” 

The mishap occurred between 
II p.m. Friday and 1 a.m. Sat¬ 
urday as Kennedy was driving 
Mary Jo Kopechne, 28, of Wash¬ 
ington, to a landing to catch the 
ferry beck to the Vineyard. 

The car skidded off a narrow 
bridge and landed bottom-up In 
eight feet of water. Kennedy es¬ 
caped with what aypt yil clan 
eaid was a mild ctncustion. 
Mias Kopechne, former secre-. 
tary to the late Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy, D-N.Y., was trapped 
in the vehicle end drowned. 

Keim^ went to the police 10 
hours after the accident. The 
car had been found by then: two 
boys going fishing saw its 
wheels beneath the water. 

In a police statement, Kenne¬ 
dy said he was left dazed by the 
accident. He said he tried re¬ 
peatedly to rescue Miss Ko¬ 
pechne, but waa not able to find 
her. 

The J7-yeaft3ld Massachusetts 
Democrat and Misa Kopechne 
had been at a dinner party at a 
private home m Chappaquid- 
dick attended by several of Ken- 
nedy‘e friends and political as¬ 
sociates. Kennedy said he re¬ 
turned to the home after tbe ac¬ 


cident and climbed into (he rear 
seat of a car parked outside. 

‘‘I then asked someone to 
bring me back to Edgartown,” 
he continued. "1 remember 
walking around for a period of 
time and then going back to my 
hotel room. When I fully real¬ 
ized what had happened thia 
morning I immediately went to 
the ^iice." 

The time was 10 a.m. Satur¬ 
day. 

Arena said Sunday he already 
had sent Kennedy notice via 
regitiered mall that a complaint 
was being Cled against him. He 
said that would be followed by 
formal notice of the complaint, 
after which Kennedy would 
have 24 hours in which to re¬ 
quest a hearing. If no hearing 
was sought. Arena added, a for¬ 
mal summons would bq issued 
autometically. 'x, 

Kennedy and his wife JoanVe- 
mained in seclusion SundaV at 
his home on Squaw IslandsA-* 
short distance off Hyanuis Port 
on Cape Cod where the Kennedy 
family compound la located. A 
contingent U police kept news¬ 
men and sightseers at a dis¬ 
tance. 

In Washington, a spokesman 
for the senator said he would 
have no statement to make in 
connection with the accident for 
the time being. 

Dr. Robert D. Watt of Hyan- 
nis Port, who saw the senator at 
his home Saturday aliemoan. 


said Kennedy received “a blow 
on the head, but he seems to be 
all right.” He said he prescribed 
a few days of bed rest and add¬ 
ed that he had spoken by tele¬ 
phone with Kennedy Sunday and 
believed him to be Improved. 

Meanwhile. Dunn Gifford, a 
Kennedy aide, obtained the nec¬ 
essary release papers Sunday' 
and arranged to have Miss Ko- 
pechne's body flown to Pennsyl¬ 
vania for burial ‘Tuesday in 
LarksvHIe. There waa no autop¬ 
sy, but blood samples were tak¬ 
en from the victim and sent to 
the state police laboratory for 
analyals. 

Id Berkley Helots, NJ., Mrs. 
Joaeph Kopechne. tbe victlffl‘s 
mother, said her daughterit 
“admiration of the Kennedya 
was what' took her to Washing¬ 
ton to begin with. 

"She was pretty well wrapped 
up in politics," Mrs. Kopechne 
added. 

In Washington. Senate Demo¬ 
cratic Leader Mike Mansfield of 
Mmtana said he had deep sym¬ 
pathy for the Kennedy family. 
Mansfield added that he had ev¬ 
ery confidence in Kennedy. 

He said of the tragedies that 
have beset the Kennedy family: 
"They have some kind of star. I 
guess.” 

Kennedy, last of the four Ken¬ 
nedy brothers, narrowly es¬ 
caped death once before. Five 
years ago. he suffered a broken 
back in a plane crash.

Dr. King’s Brother 
Found Dead In Pool 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — The 
Rev. A. D. King, 38. only broth¬ 
er of slain Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr., was found dead today 
In the swimming pool of his At¬ 
lanta home, an atsoeiaie aaid. 

King came home late Sun^y 
night and went for a swim in his 
backyard pool aod bis body was 
found this morning by. tbm of 
his children, said tbe Rev. Aa- 
drew Young. 

Cause of death was .not 
leaned immediately. 

Young is executive vice presi¬ 
dent of Sootbem Christiao Lead- 
erriilp Conference (SCLQ, of 
which.A.'D. King was a dlrec-. 
for. «

months ago that the older broth¬ 
er was shot to death by a sniper 
in Memphis, T«nn. 

King moved to Atlanta and 
became co-pastor of Ebeneur 
Baptist Church with hfs father 
following the assassination. 
King bad been active In the civil 
rights movement in Louisville. 
Ky., leading open hoosiiig dem¬ 
onstrations. and in Biming- 
liam, Ala., during a siege of 1983 
demon^rations in . which his 
home wu bomb^.

SPACE CENTER. Houston—Neil 
A. Armstrong ami Edwin E. Aldrin Jr., 
rejoined feliow astronaut Michael Collins 
in the .Apollo 11 command ship this aft¬ 
ernoon, 3'/i hours after safely leaving 
the moon's surface. The iwo moon- 
walkers put their spaceship. The Eagle, 
through a series of four complex rocket 
firings to catch up with the mother ship 
and then linked up safely for the voyage 
home. 

SPACE CENTER-rJJeil A. 
Armstrong and Edwin B. Aldrin Jr., 
safely blasted off from the moon's eur- 
.face today to begin their voyage home 
from man's first conquest of an alien 
world, 

"Eagle is in safe orbit,”' Arm¬ 
strong reported 7i/, minutes after their 
moonship bolTed the lunar dust with its 
rocket engine and roared up from the 
Sea of Tranquility. 

The two American astronauts spent 2',4 
hours walking, exploring and collecting M 
pounds of priceless lunar rocks. 

"Beautiful . . . beautiful,'' Aldrin said, 
watching the spacecraft skim at more than 
1.000 mph over the craters and boulders 
around the flat landing Geld. 

They plan to leave lunar orbit at I2:S3 a. m. 
Tuesday, homeward bound. 


Behind they left the roooa, the earth nd 
history.forever changed. 

AtJ8:S4 a. m. PDT. Eagle's ascent engine 
roared to life and for the Grit time without 
benefit of thousands of ground technicians 
working a lew mile* away, men launched them- 
.selves towerd en orbit. 

At 11:02 a. m. came the word they had 
made It. One of the most cliff-hanging aspects 
of (heir mission was a success. 

"Very smooth.” Aldrin reported. 

. Then came ^ succession of “beautiluts'' 
from the two pilots. 

The astronauts coolly read off the velocity 
change they needed to achieve orbit. 

''Shutdown,'' Armstrong radioed, his eicent 
engine off. 

Russia's Luna 15. which had been mys¬ 
teriously shadowing Apollo It In lunar orbit 
since Thursday, apparently landed on the moon 
two hours before Eagle took off. 

But it reportedly hit with such a speed as 
to preclude Its speculated objective of scoop¬ 
ing up -ome lunar dirt and racing the Amen- 
cans back to earth with it. 

Collins in the Columbia command module 
was 300 miles away .when Eagle soared into 
orbit. 

President Nixon, who lalked lo (he estro- 
nauts on the moon Sunday night, said "good 
news” when told of (he successful launch and 
orbit. 

Both spacemen were taciturn and calm 
on the liftoff in comparison to the enthusi¬ 
astic descriptions of the lunar landscape they 
gave on (he descent to Tranquility Base Sun¬ 
day.

On the lunar surface, where they will stay 
forever unless disturbed by later spacemen',

Soviets Jam 
Moon Walk 
Broadcast 


Astronauts Strike 
Paydirt On Moon 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
Soviet Union continued Jam¬ 
ming the Voice of America's 
Russian language broadcasts 
during the Apollo 11 moon 
mission, the VOA said today. 

The Russians have blacked 
out all VOA broadcasts in the 
languages of the Soviet Union 
since the red bloc invasion of 
Czechoslavakia in August of 
1988. 

"We were hopeful...that they 
would permit broadcasts on the 
moon mission to be received." 
a VOA spokesman said. 

"The Jamming began on all 
eight frequencies shortly after 
the broadcasts began at 9 a.m. 
edt Sunday. However, our 
English language broadcast to 
the ^viet Union on four 
frequencies were untouched," 
the VOA said.

SPACE CENTER. Houston (AP)—The 
Apollo astronauts strwk paydirt In their 
prospecting on the afftin. 

Their luck especially waa in finding 
a great variety of different rocks, which 
could tell much about (he moon’s age 
and origin. 

They saw tjwjpvs purple rock and 
perhaps put it fn one of the two treasure 
chests (hey are! bringing home. 

And they cpred out a five-inch deep 
sample of lunar toll (hat "looks moist." 
n suggestion there might be water and 
so perhaps microscopic life beneath (he 
moon’s surface. But the moist, dark ap¬ 
pearance could simply be from tight 
packing of (inesparticles of material, cau¬ 
tions David McKay, geologist of the 
Manned Spacecraft Center. 

They found (he crust of (he moon 
much harder than numerous geologists 
and astronomers expected (hey would. 
It took work to dig out two core sam¬ 
ples and to plant the American flag. 

They found rock* that look like basalt, 
born of volcanoes, and rocks resembling 
blotite. a dark colored mica that usually 
contains 2 to 4 per cent water. They 
found (he surface dusty, getting their 
boots coated coon brown with it. 

They set up a seismometer which soon 
was recording tremor*, although these 
might be only from the footsteps of the 


astronauts, especially when they cavort¬ 
ed on the desert-like moon like khU In a 
playground. 

If the moon still shimmies after they 
leave today, scientists think the ultra¬ 
sensitive instruments can tell them If (he 
quakes come from volcanic activity, or 
hits by meteorites. 

Incredibly calm most of the time, (he 
astronauts performed well their role as 
good observers specially trained In ge- 
. ology. 

. Medically, their excursion showed the 
moon to be not so fearful a place as cau¬ 
tious planners had had to paint it. 

The men surprised doctora and others 
by their quick adaptation to the moon's 
low gravity. Their energy expenditure in 
(heir tasks was within the limits shown 
In (heir earth training, said Dr. Willard 
R. Hawkins, a flight aurgeon. 

Once. Neil Armstrong's heartbeat rose 
to 160 per minute, but this was calted 
not critical, and Clifford Charlesworth, 
night director, said it occurred when be 
was doing hii hardest labors. 

There were no Indications the astro¬ 
nauts were hit by tiny micrometeorites. 

Scientists were 'pariiculariy delighted 
that (he astronauts landed In an area with 
a great variety of rock types, as Edwin 
Aldrin described it.
